Subject: Prepublication Announcement for Four Newly Revised FIPS PUBS 


In the near future, the National Bureau of Standards will be issuing four 
newly revised FIPS publications, FIPS PUBS 16-1, 17-1, 18-1, and 22-1, 
These revisions adopt revised versions of related industry standards which 
have been recently approved by ANSI. 


On August 1, 1976, the National Technical Information Service assumed the 
sales support service for FIPS publications. As a part of this service, 
when the FIPS being issued involves an industry adopted standard, NTIS 
will procure and make available at minimal cost based on prepublication 
order requirements as indicated by Federal departments and agencies. 

NTIS by obtaining and placing a quantity order that includes agency 
requirements is able to provide these at less cost than each agency 
obtaining these separately. (This is the same type of service that was 
previously provided by the GSA Specifications Activity and applies only 
to FIPS which adopt, by reference, voluntary industry standards.) The 


Cost. of the publications after initial order and delivery will be at a 
ignher: rate. 


In order for NTIS to be able to provide your agency with the quantity of 
copies which you require as soon as they are available at the prepubli- 
cation discount, it is necessary that you notify NTIS of your requirements 
immediately and by no later than October 20, 1976.. Because of the 
problems of warehousing, the amount of stock available from the initial 
printing will, for the most part, be limited to the quantities which 
Federal agencies indicate that they will need. We would urge you to take 
immediate steps to determine your requirements and forward them to NTIS 
using the attached form which has been prepared for your convenience.
